Riot in Jerusalem After the 


Excavations. 


Jerusalem. Palestine, May 4.—The 
Inhabitants have been aroused to the 
point of rioting by the operations or a 
party of English archaeologists who 
are accused of having excavated be 
neath the inviolable Mosque of Omar 
and removed relics reputed to Include 
the Ark of the Covenant, the Censer 
and other Haired relics which belong 
to the tribes of Israel. 
Azmy Hey, the Turkish governor, 
was mobbed on the streets for suppos­ 
ed complicity in the profanation and 
hooted as “a pig.” 
The mosque has 
been closed aud is closely guarded 
pending the arrival from Constanti­ 
nople of officials of the government 
who will make an investigation. 
The expedition worked for two years 
on a large scale, beginning at the vil­ 
lage of 
Siloam, which lies at the 
southeast end of Jerusalam, on the 
southern slope of thy Mount of Ol­ 
ives, overlooking the Valley of He 
droit and t**e Pool of Siloam. 
The explorers are credited with hav 
ing excavated a passage from the Pool 
of Slioant tow ani tin* place where once 
stood Solomon's Temple, built in 1**12 
B. C.. pillaged and restored and finally 
destroyed by Titus A D. 70. 
railing to reach the relics sought in 
this manner, the explorers, according 
to 
the 
alleged 
confessions of the 
guards of 
the 
mosque, bribed the 
guards, entered the mosque and after 
digging on six nights spirited away 
the treasures “the 
whereabouts of 
wwhich,” says an Arabic paper, “none 
know except God and these English ’’

Ths President, Cardinal Gibbons and 
Andrew Carnegie Plead For World 
Peace. 


Baltimore, Md., May 4. — President 
Taf t . in his speech at the opening of 
the third National Peace Conference 
here declared that the United States 
would keep hands off aud not seek to 
extend its domuiu or to a* quire for­ 
eign territory. 
The president 
made 
no 
mention 
specifically of Mexico, but to those 
who heard him it was evident that the 
troubled situation there aud the suspi­ 
cion in the South American republics 
as to the intention of this nation in 
regard to its southern neighbor had 
inspired him. 
On the platform with the president 
were Cardinal Gibbons, Secretary of 
War Dickinson, Andrew Carnegie and 
United States Senator Gore, of Okla­ 
homa. 
The 
speakers who 
preceded Mr 
Taft, Cardinal Gibbons and Hamilton 
Holt, of New York. president of the 
congress, voiced the opinion that Hie 
proposal for an arbitration treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain was the greatest step forward 
in the direction of universal peace that 
has ever been taken in the history of 
the world. 
The 
president in his address ex­ 
pressed the belief that ali who under­ 
stand the situation were agreed that 
the proposed arbitration treaty would 
lie a step in the direction of universal 
peace. 
* We are dealing." he said, “with a 
world that is fallible. 
Reforms that 
are worth having are brought about 
little by little and not at one blow* I 
think that we will do better if we real­ 
ize the difficulties there are to opening 
tile gate of universal peace with one 
key and in one year.” 
The president declared he did not 
wisli to discuss specifically the pro­ 
posed treaty with England while it 
was still in the process of negotiation 
Hut in the peace societies that exist 
throughout the country the president 
found a subject upon which he could 
talk without treading on ground that 
might be diplomatic ally dangerous In 
the consolidation of the jreaee socie­ 
ties, the president thought, lay one 
means to the end for which they were 
all seeking. 
Tills government, the president said, 
was hampered in any attempt it might 
make to bring peace to this hemi­ 
sphere by the suspic ions of the other 
nations on it. 
U. S. Wants No More Territory. 
“There isn t any desire for terri­ 
torial aggrandizement in this coun­ 
try,” said the president. “The people 
would not permit the government to 
take any territory if it would or to in 
t erf ere except to aid those foreign 
governments and foreign people to 
maintain peace und order within their 
borders. 
“We have had wars and we know 
the horrors and burdens they bring 
ami would have none of them and 
need no more territory. Hut we have 
attained great

The condition of the farm wood sup­ 
ply it ofttimes not given due consider­ 
ation. 
There is a right way in the 
matter and a wrong way.

economy to bum green or poorly aea- 
I aoned wood when a good article may 
just na well be bad. say* a correspond 
ent of Grange Judd Farmer. 
Firewood to contain the maximum 
heating qualities must be cut while 
the timl*er is green and the wood cella 
dormant, and cured under shelter. 
However, where one I* utilizing the 
waste timber of the wood lot it la not 
always posMlhle to cut the timber while 
in the best condition. 
There are the 
windfalls to work up and the young 
growth to thin. aud It la not always 
convenient or possible to do this work 
at the pricier time. 
This class of 
timber should be utilized, however, 
aud will make a very satisfactory 
article if properly cured and preserved. 
Firewood 
exposed 
to 
the weather 
while curing loses much of its beating 
properties. Not only so, but such tim­ 
ber contain* a certain per cent of 
moisture, and this must be driven off 
before the wood cells will burn. This 
process uses up a certain portion of 
the bent units generated by the burn­ 
ing wood. 
Scientific Investigation has 
determined just what per cent of th* 
heating properties of firewood may be 
used or dissipated In this way, but for 
practical purjioses it should be suffl- 
clently convincing that it pay* to 
properly cure and preserve wood Just 
to notiee the difference in the man­ 
ner in which the two kinds burn 
when placed In the stove. 
I have had experience in the matter 
and am fully satisfied that properly 
curing and preserving the farm fire­ 
wood supply is a paying proposition. 
We have no regular building for cur­ 
ing wood, merely protecting It with a 
board roof, yet this wood la far ahead 
of that which has bud the full benefit 
of the copious rains and snowstorms.

Representative Hardwick, of Geor­ 
gia, introduced a resolution calling 
for Hie investigation of the American 
Sugar Refining company. 
A thorough inquiry into tho scope 
and activity of the so-called wool trust 
is asked for in a resolution introduced 
by Representative Francis, of Ohio. 
All the inquiries have been started by 
Democrats. 
The Stanley resolution to probe the 
steel trust originally contained a pro­ 
vision that all violations of anti trust 
and other trade statutes should he in­ 
vestigated, hut as agreed to the steed 
corporation 
was 
made tha specific 
target. 
The Stanley resolution specifically 
directs the committee to ascertain 
whether the steel corporation has re 
lations or affiliations with the Penn 
Sylvania Steel company, the Cambria 
Steel company, the I-ackawanna Steel 
company or any other nominally inde­ 
pendent steel company. 
The committee is further directed 
to inquire into the relations of the 
corporation 
with 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad company ‘‘or any other rail 
road company, coal companies, or with 
national 
banking 
companies, 
trust 
companies, 
insurance companies or 
other corporate organizations or coin 
panics.” 
Special 
Inquiry is directed as to 
whether the business relations of the* 
steel corporation with other concerns 
has resulted in violations by the latter 
of the anti-trust laws. 
Tile committee* is authorized to sit 
during the recess of congress, and the 
hearings may be continued throughout 
the summer. 
Fifty or more concerns that are al 
leged to comprise the combinations 
are enumerated by name In the Frau 
cis resolution to probe the wool trust. 
The resolution provides that an in 
qulry shall ice made by a committee 
of five to be named by the streaker,

occurred violations of the anti-trust 
acts and the interstate commerce law

The resolution directs that the com­ 
mittee shall inquire into charge's that 
the so-called “trust” exercises a con 
trol over the number of buyers of 
wool, that It restricts production and 
stifles competition. and that in other 
respects operates as a combination in 
restraint of trade and commerce. It is 
charged further that the woollen tom 
pany is capitalized at a figure far be 
yond the actual amount of money in­ 
vested in it and its affiliated com 
panics.

Sherman anti trust law. 
Senator Bailey denounced the con­ 
tracts which the shoe machinery coni 
pany requires its customers to sign 
as invalid. “In some states such vio­ 
lation would be a violation of the 
state’s criminal statutes,” said Sena­ 
tor Ballev. 
The witnesses were members of the 
Western 
Shea* Manufacturers’ asso­ 
ciation. They c ame not only from New 
England, but from St. Louts, Chicago 
and Milwaukee. They declared they 
were practically at the mercy of the 
machinery company. 
The principal witness was William 
D. O’Euch, of St. Louis. He asserted 
that the shoe manufacturing business 
had suffered because of the lowering 
of the duty In the Payne-Aldrich law 
from 25 lier cent to Bt and 15 per 
cent.

CORN SILAGE FOR 


REEF PRODUCTION. 


The Indiana experiment station bas 
dons considerable work daring recent 
years with the feeding of silage to beef 
cattle. 
In one test It was found that 
the corn brought 5 cents per bushel 
more when fed with silage sud clover 
hay than when ne silage was used. 
In a later test it was found that silage 
fed steers gained during a six months* 
period 
an 
average 
of 
thirty-nine 
pounds more per head than cattle of 
the same quality which were given ne 
silage in the ration. It was also figured 
that the cost of gains was l l per hun 
dredwdght less with silage than with 
out. 
In a third test made at the Indiana 
station, where four lots of steers each

15.8 pounds; cottonseed meal, .’t 
pounds, aud silage, 2b.5 (founds. 
On 
this ration the cont of producing loo 
pounds of gain was IT 41 as compared 
with $8.98 for a similar lot of steer* 
fed a dally ration consisting of corn. 
17.4 pounds, cottonseed meal. 3 pound*, 
sud clover hay, 9.5 |*»uud*. 
While 
larger gains were made by making 
silage the only roughage fed. still the 
Indiana experimenters are of the opin­ 
ion that it Is ttest to feed some hay 
with silage. 
In one test at the Ohio 
experiment station it was shown that 
the feeding of silage reduced the cost 
of producing gains tl.1T per hundred 
weight, making the profit* $5.97 per 
steer with silage and 13 99 per steer 
without silage. 
While but comparatively few tests 
have been made throughout the coun­ 
try In which silage has been used for 
beef cattle, the results to date are fa 
vorable both as to dally gains, coat of 
galas and profits. There baa »*cen a 
prevailing notion that cattie which 
have been fattened by the use of si 
lage would dress a lower j**r< eatage 
and that the beef would be more 
watery and less valuable on that ac­ 
count. But this doe* uot seem to lie 
true. Other things being equal, cattle 
which show the highest condition of 
flesh dress a higher percentage, aud lf 
the gains eau be increased by the nae 
of silage it ta reasonable to expect a 
higher dressing.—Breeder's finaetie. 


Weight af th* Draft Haras. 
With draft horses it ta not a question 
of height, tun of weight. Anima) hus­ 
bandmen at the Illinois station say 
that the nearer the ground the draft 
horse is the better both for servile and 
endurance. 
To be classed with draft horses an 
animal must weigh not less than 1,500 
pounds aud be good in flesh, lie is all 
the more valuable if he weighs 1.800 
to 2,OOO. 
Ile cannot be too heavy if 
his bone corresponds with his weight. 
He should be blocky, made with heavy 
bone, though smooth: short iu the 
back, close coupled, with heavy loin; 
rounded hips, wide, strong b o c k . fiat 
tame, moderately short pasterns, me 
Hum straight 
shoulders, 
heavy 
in 
front with full breast, with legs well 
apert, though uot * ettrem ely 
wide 
The animal should carry a good cov­ 
ering of flesh, lie smooth finished nil 
over and manifest a gentle disposition. 
Accordingly he should abow a mild. 
’bright eye. erect ear and a smooth, 
easy action at the trot. Because it is 
easter to secure weight in fat than 
bone care should tie takeu to insure 
heavy boue in extreme weight*, but 
this should uot lie done at the expense 
of fair finish.
